“ Woe to h im

Here indeed is a curious blending of truth and lies such as could h ardly 
be concocted anywh ere out of Prussia, for th e consump tion of any p eop le 
but Prussians. 
Th e idea, if Von Kueh lmann continues to be loyal to th e 
kaiser, is to p ersuade th e credulous th at Germany never undertook to con­ 


quer Europ e and dominate th e world. Th e argument is th at Germany could

COAL FOR OUR ALLIES. 
Anoth er reason for saving coal is revealed in a Wash ington disp atch . 
It may become necessary to divide our coal with France and Italy. 
Both th ese countries are in a bad way regarding fuel. 
Th e 
biggest 


French coal mines were grabbed by Germany in 19 14 and oth er valuable de­ 
p osits h ave been lost in th e German advance. French p roduction th erefore 
h as dwindled almost to a negligible quanaity. Italy h as p ractically no coal of 
h er own. 


Both countries h ave th us far dep ended on Great Britain for th eir war 
sup p ly. Th at h as imp osed a great burden on a country oth erwise burdened. 
Th e growing labor scarcity makes it difficult to send coal from th e 
Welsh 
m ines, p articularly because of th e old-fash ioned labor meth ods used in load­ 
ing th e sh ip s. It is p ointed out th at th e fine mech anical facilities for load­ 
ing coal at American p orts give us a great advantage in th is resp ect. Hereto­ 


fore sh ip s h ave been lacking, but th ere will p robably be enough tonnage be­ 
fore long. Cars can very likely be sup p lied, too. 
Th e main question is wh eth er we can p roduce an exp ort surp lus. If th e 


need of our allies becomes imp erative, and can not be 
satisfactorily 
met 
oth erwise, th ere will be but one answer— of course we can! 
In th e meantime all our agencies of p roduction and consump tion must 
take into account th at p ossible contingency.
